You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 

said  town  on  Tuesday,  the  9th  day  of  March  next  at 

twelve  o'clock  noon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  a  town 
clerk ;  one  selectman  to  hold  office  for  three  years ;  as- 
sessors of  taxes ;  overseers  of  the  poor ;  town  treasurer ; 
highway  agent ;  collector  of  taxes ;  superintendent  of 
the  burying  grounds ;  auditors ;  library  trustee,  to  hold 
office  for  the  next  three  years ;  one  trustee  of  town  trust 
funds  to  hold  office  for  two  years ;  one  trustee  of  town 
trust  funds  to  hold  office  for  three  years. 

2.  To  choose  measurers  of  wood ;  surveyors  of  lumber ; 
fence  viewers ;  a  pound  keeper ;  police  chief,  police  of- 
ficers, constables  and  all  necessary  town  officers. 

3.  To  see  what  disposition  the  town  will  vote  to  make 
of  the  town  land  and  buildings. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  administer,  or  dispose  of,  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired or  to  be  acquired,  by  the  town  through  tax  col- 
lector's deeds. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  hire  money  on  the  credit  of  the  town,  in  antici- 
pation of  taxes,  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  the  going  bank 
rate. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  (a)  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  represent  and  protect  the  interests  of  the 
Town  of  Newington  in  all  matters  contained  in  the  War- 
rant for  the  special  adjourned  town  meeting  held  on 
Tuesday,  February  2,  1954,  at  7:30  p.  m.  (which  War- 
rant, by  reference  is  incorporated  herein),  or   (b)   to 
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act  separately  upon  each  of  the  following  subjects  con- 
tained in  said  Warrant : 

"1.  To  see  what  manner  the  town  will  vote  to  act  in 
the  case  of  Civil  Action  No.  1264,  a  proceeding  by  the 
Federal  Government  now  pending  in  the  United  States 
District  Court  for  the  District  of  New  Hampshire,  Con- 
cord, New  Hampshire,  against  the  Town  of  Newington, 
and  others,  to  take  by  eminent  domain  the  rights  and 
interests  of  the  Town  of  Newington  in  nine  different 
roads  in  the  town,  and  to  determine  the  compensation 
to  which  the  Town  of  Newington  is  entitled  for  such 
taking,  and  otherwise  to  settle  the  rights  of  the  parties 
in  this  litigation,  including  such  action,  by  way  of  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  or  other  representatives  of 
the  town  or  others  as  the  special  meeting  may  determine. 

"2.  To  see  what  manner  the  town  will  vote  to  act  in 
the  case  of  Civil  Action  No.  1263,  a  proceeding  by  the 
Federal  Government  now  pending  in  the  United  States 
District  Court  for  the  District  of  New  Hampshire,  Con- 
cord, New  Hampshire,  against  the  Town  of  Newington 
and  various  others  to  the  extent  necessary  for  a  pro- 
posed water  pipe  line  from  Durham  and/or  Madbury, 
New  Hampshire,  through  portions  of  Durham  and  a 
substantial  part  of  Newington,  including  such  action, 
by  way  of  an  appointment  of  a  committee  or  other  rep- 
resentatives of  the  town  or  others  as  the  special  meeting 
may  determine.

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  buy  and  erect  a  fence  around  and  to  enclose 
the  extended  area  of  the  cemetery  a  distance  of  appro- 
proximately  687  feet,  as  required  by  state  law  (not  in- 
cluded in  the  Budget).

Foster  and  Ralph  N.  Sawyer,  dated  February  11,  1954, 
and  presented  to  Selectman  John  F.  Rowe  February 
11, 1954: 

"1.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  for  care 
and  maintenance  of  Town  land  and  buildings. 

"2.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  the  mat- 
ter of  constructing  a  building  for  a  future  Town  Fire

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LIBRARY  REPORT 
January  1, 1953  to  December  31, 1953 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Newington : 

Your  Library  Trustees  herewith  submit  their  report, 
annual  financial  statement,  and  the  Librarian's  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1953. 

Your  Trustees  are  often  asked  when  and  how  your 
Library  came  to  be,  and  we  take  this  opportunity  to  re- 
view briefly  its  history,  according  to  the  records.  Lang- 
don  Library  was  established  through  the  munificence  of 
Woodbury  Langdon  of  New  York,  former  owner  and 
summer  resident  of  Fox  Point,  whose  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  town  was  shown  by  an  offer  to  donate 
2000  volumes  on  condition  that  suitable  provision  be 
made  for  the  care  and  circuluation  of  the  books.  The 
offer  was  accepted  by  the  town,  and  the  sum  of  S2500 
was  appropriated  for  a  library  building.  Wood  and 
lumber  from  the  Newington  Town  Forest  was  sold  to 
meet  the  building  expense.  The  brick  structure  was 
erected  at  a  cost  of  S3500 ;  and  as  the  sum  exceeded  the 
town  appropriation,  Mr.  Langdon  made  up  the  deficit 
by  placing  in  the  custody  of  the  town  SIOOO,  the  town 
guaranteeing  to  pay  annually  to  the  trustees  an  amount 
equal  to  the  interest  on  that  sum  at  G'/r.  Trustees  were 
elected  in  1892,  and  the  building  was  dedicated  Sept. 
20th,  1893,  and  named  Langdon  Free  Public  Library  in 
honor  of  Mr.  Langdon  who  continued  to  be  its  bene- 
factor through  the  years.  For  many  years  Mrs.  Langdon 
gave  an  average  of  100  new  books,  and  Mr.  Langdon 
repeatedly  made  improvements,  and  contributions  to  be 
used  for  the  library  in  a  manner  from  which  the  great- 
est benefit  might  be  derived.  In  1912  he  installed  water, 
and  in  1913  built  the  addition.  His  continued  thoughtful- 
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ness  for  the  needs  of  the  Libi'ary  is  beyond  enumeration 
in  this  brief  story. 

181  volumes  have  been  added  to  our  book  collections 
during-  1953. 

There  have  been  five  librarians  in  the  sixty  years,  and 
each  in  her  own  vv^ay  has  contributed  in  service,  loyality 
and  real  interest  beyond  price  in  forming  the  character 
and  standing  of  Langdon  Library.  Visitors  comment  on 
the  varied  and  well  chosen  collection  of  books,  and  care- 
ful selection  has  always  been  a  policy  of  the  librarian 
and  trustees.  Your  trustees  have  various  plans  for  im- 
provements in  mind  as  finances  permit,  but  our  great- 
est need  is  more  interest  and  attendance  of  the  towns- 
people. It  is  3^our  children  who  come  to  the  library.  We 
are  happy  about  this,  but  we  wish  parents  and  citizens 
would  come  more  regularly. 

The  children  are  to  be  the  recipients  of  a  collection  of 
new  books  with  a  notable  significance.  Durham  friends- 
of  Miss  Doris  Beane  have  given  a  sum  of  money  to  be 
used  for  children's  books  as  a  memorial  to  her  mother, 
Mrs.  Abbie  R.  Beane,  teacher  and  friend  of  children. 
This  is  indeed  a  thoughtful  and  far  reaching  gift,  and  we 
hope  it  may  lead  the  way  for  other  memorial  gifts.  To 
the  Durham  friends  we  extend  our  thanks  and  ap- 
preciation. 

We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  State  Library 
in  Concord  cooperates  with  our  library,  and  books  from 
the  State  Library  are  available  to  the  citizens  of  New- 
ington. 

This  year  a  change  was  made  in  the  heating  system. 
The  wood  burning  furnace  which  has  given  excellent 
service  since  it  was  installed  in  1903  by  the  Shakespeare 
Club  has  been  converted  to  oil  under  the  direction  of  the 
Selectmen,  an  appreciated  improvement. 
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With  sorrow  we  record  the  passing  of  Mrs.  Hattie  M. 
Greenough,  our  loyal  librarian  since  April,  1920  —  over 
33  years.  As  a  member  of  our  community,  and  a  citizen 
in  the  widest  sense  she  was  a  quiet  and  steady  force  in 
this  town.  Her  interests  were  many  and  varied,  but  her 
special  interest  were  in  her  home,  the  town,  the  school 
and  the  library.  She  believed  education  a  process  contin- 
uing to  the  end  of  our  lives,  and  found  its  sources  of  in- 
spiration in  teaching  and  library  work.  In  her  first 
year  of  teaching  here  she  began  to  build  up  a  school 
library.  Her  influence  is  far  reaching,  and  none  of  her 
pupils  will  forget  her  teaching,  and  her  lifetime  per- 
sonal interest  in  each  one.  Mrs.  Greenough  was  a  wise 
counsellor,  and  expressed  her  opinions  with  good  New 
England  independence. 

"The  gospel  of  a  life  like  hers  is  more  than 
books  or  scrolls." 

We  believe  Mrs.  Greenough  would  be  as  pleased  as  we 
-are  with  her  successor,  Mrs.  Cecilia  Bullock,  our  sixth 
librarian,  whose  knowledge  of  library  work  and  the 
Dewey  Decimal  System  is  a  definite  asset.  We  urge  you 
to  visit  the  Library,  and  support  her  keen  interest  in 
the  work,  Langdon  Library  will  benefit  most  to  those 
who  most  avail  themselves  of  its  privileges  and  oppor- 
tunities. It  is  Your  Library. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  appreciation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Langdon's  generosity  may  continue  to  Hve  in  the  hearts 
of  the  town's  people.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Police  Department  wishes  to  report  for  the  year 
of  1953  that  we  have  made  a  total  of  270  calls  in  the 
town.  With  69  of  these  calls  being  on  Government  land. 
And  have  covered  a  distance  of  650  miles  for  Town  calls, 
585  miles  on  government  calls. 

We  have  had  1  drowning,  1  fatal  shooting  accident,  2 
lost  children,  we  have  had  court  on  28  speeders,  6  stop 
sign,  2  leaving  the  scene  of  an  accident,  2  gross  and 
negligent  manner,  3  driving  under  influence  of  liquor, 
1  missuse  of  Number  plates,  1  operating  after  license 
expired,  1  fatal  accident. 

We  have  had  5  drunks,  4  places  breaking  and  enter- 
ing in  the  night  time.  We  have  had  a  total  of  26  accidents 
in  the  town,  with  one  of  these  being  a  fatal.  This  is 
the  first  fatal  accident  in  the  town  since  the  year  1949. 

We  have  given  out  38  warnings  for  speed  and  other 
Motor  Vehicle  violations. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  the  Selectmen  for  their  work  and  co-operation 
in  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
FOR  1953  -  1954 


During  the  summer  the  School  Board  surveyed  the 
work  that  had  to  be  done  on  the  school  and  called  for 
bids  on  it.  The  low  bidder,  as  in  the  March  estimates, 
was  Mr.  Harry  B.  Sawyer,  contractor  of  Portsmouth, 
so  that  the  contract  for  repairing  the  school  was  let  to 
him.  The  School  Board  was  very  pleased  with  the  fine 
job  he  and  his  men  did  on  the  exterior  of  the  building. 

The  next  thing  of  importance  that  we  had  done  at  the 
school  was  the  installation  of  the  electric  clock  bell 
alarm  system.  This  contract  was  let  to  Mr.  Clarence 
Scammon.  The  bells  are  automatically  rung  for  all  school 
sessions.  Also,  there  is  an  emergency  button  which, 
when  pushed,  rings  all  bells. 

We  ask  your  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  problems 
that  may  face  us  due  to  Route  151  being  cut  off,  and  the 
construction  of  the  Air  Base.  Also,  our  transfer  to  a  new 
Supervisory  Union  effective  July  1st,  1954.  We  are  be- 
ing transferred  to  Supervisory  Union  No.  56,  known  as 
the  Somersworth  Union.  It  is  with  the  deepest  regret 
that  we  are  forced  to  leave  Supervisory  Union  No.  21, 
which  is  known  as  the  Hampton  Union.  Your  School 
Board  very  actively  protested  this  transfer  to  no  avail. 

It  is  fortunate  that  we  have  been  able  to  retain  Mrs. 
Margaret  Pickering  as  principal  of  our  school  and  teach- 
er of  the  first  three  grades,  whose  worth  is  well-known 
to  you.  Also  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Hopkins  for  her  part  in  the 
plan  of  preparing  our  students  for  the  Portsmouth 
Junior  and  High  Schools  and  of  their  academic  achieve- 
ments. This  is  indeed  a  tribute  to  our  teaching  staff. 

To   Mrs.   Eleanor   Henry,   our   Music   teacher,    Mrs. 
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Barbara  Yavorosky,  our  school  Nurse,  Mr.  John  F. 
Hoyt,  our  Janitor,  the  Parent-Teachers  Association,  and 
the  many  others  who  have  helped  us  over  the  rough 
spots  over  the  years,  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  and 
appreciation. 

After  carefully  studying  the  transportation  problem 
of  our  school  and  looking  into  the  services  of  the  routes 
of  the  various  transportation  companies,  it  was  decided 
to  have  the  Marshall  Transportation  Company  carry  our 
children  to  and  from  school.  At  this  time  we  wish  to 
commend  their  drivers  for  their  safety  measures. 

During  the  past  24  years  Mr.  Roy  W.  Gillmore  has 
been  our  Superintendent  and  he  has  been  well-known 
to  all  of  us.  It  is  with  deep  regret  that  as  of  July  1st, 
1954,  he  will  be  no  longer  our  Superintendent.  Mr. 
Gillmore  understood  all  our  problems  thoroughly  and 
took  an  unusual  interest  in  aiding  us  in  solving  them. 

The  School  Board  meets  on  the  third  Friday  of  each 
month  at  7 :30  p.m.,  at  the  school  house.  Parents  are 
invited  to  attend  and  bring  suggestions  for  improving 
your  school.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Newington  School  Board : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  twenty-fourth  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  current  year  began  on  Wednesday,  September  9, 
1953  with  an  initial  enrollment  of  48.  This  compares 
with  a  corresponding  figure  of  49  each  of  the  two  pre- 
vious years.  Statistics  in  this  case  are  deceiving  since 
our  school  population  is  changing  continually.  Owing  to 
the  projected  federal  activity,  new  children  are  entering 
frequently'.  Enrollment  figures  for  a  certain  day  are 
often  inaccurate  for  the  next.  This  condition  is  also  true 
for  our  registration  in  the  Portsmouth  schools.  The 
names  printed  in  this  report  are  those  reported  by  the 
Portsmouth  system  on  September  1953. 

Federal  Aid  has  been  received  in  all  seven  districts  of 
Union  No.  21.  This  was  made  possible  by  amendment  of 
the  house  bill  874.  As  originally  passed,  aid  was  given 
to  districts  educating  children  whose  parents  are  em- 
ployed on  federal  property  "part  or  all  of  which  is 
situated  in  such  state."  Since  the  Naval  Shipyard  is 
located  in  Maine,  our  district  was  not  eligible  for  federal 
funds.  However,  the  amendment  allowed  aid  for  chil- 
dren whose  parents  work  on  federal  property  and  who 
live  in  reasonable  commuting  distance  of  said  property. 
Thus  our  districts  became  eligible  and  received  as  re- 
imbursement for  the  year  1952-1953  a  total  of  $32,- 
172.90.   Newington  received  $2,335.50. 

Newington  will  face  a  difficult  problem  in  the  adjust- 
ment of  pupils  entering  our  school  from  other  districts. 
It  is  probable  that  numbers  of  children  will  be  coming 
to  us  from  widely  separated  districts  and  with  a  variety 
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of  preparation  and  progress.  The  resulting  situation  will 
require  patience,  understanding,  and  skill  on  the  part 
of  your  teachers  and  school  officials.  The  philosophy 
and  objectives  of  education  in  New  Hampshire  are 
sound.  They  should  always  be  kept  in  mind  as  the  basis 
for  integrating  the  school  population  no  matter  how 
widely  varied  in  origin  and  previous  training  that  popu- 
lation may  be. 

The  Newington  schools  are  well  equipped  for  their 
present  enrollment.  The  primary  room  has  modern 
textbooks,  particularly  readers.  The  fact  that  Miss 
Pickering  has  used  them  carefully  and  efficiently  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  fine  standing  of  the  pupils  in  reading 
ability.  The  intermediate  will  need  more  books  and  sup- 
plies as  the  enrollment  increases.  This  increase  presents 
a  good  time  to  adopt  a  new  Arithmetic  series.  It  so  hap- 
pens that  several  of  the  publishing  houses  have  recently 
improved  Arthmetic  texts.  Samples  are  available.  These 
should  be  reviewed  by  our  teachers,  superintendent,  and 
school  board  with  a  view  to  adoption  of  that  text  most 
adaptable  to  our  pupils. 

Your  teachers  are  giving  their  own  time  and  money 
to  make  themselves  more  valuable  to  the  schools. 
Courses  of  study,  conducted  by  Boston  University  and 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  are  available  to 
them.  They  are  taking  such  of  these  subjects  which 
they  believe  are  of  value.  They  are  now  enrolled  in  a 
course  in  the  teaching  of  art.  Since  Newington  has  no 
art  teacher,  this  course  will  be  particularly  valuable. 

The  Newington  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  prov- 
en an  ever  helpful  group.  Its  policy  of  serving  a  hot  dish 
to  the  pupils  at  noon  is  definitely  worthwhile.  The  fact 
that  a  delegation  from  the  P.T.A.  supervises  and  serves 
the  meals  brings  about  a  spirit  of  cooperation  between 
school  and  parents.  Books,  film  strips  and  playground 
equipment  are  also  the  result  of  P.T.A.  activity. 
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If  the  results  of  standardized  tests,  if  ratings  earned 
by  our  graduates  in  the  Portsmouth  schools  and  if  the 
work  done  by  teachers  of  training  and  experience  are 
just  criteria,  Newington  schools  are  good  schools. 

It  is  probable  that  a  new  superintendent  will  have 
the  privilege  of  serving  you  next  year.  To  him  I  wish  to 
say,  the  people  of  this  district  will  be  found  working  for 
the  welfare  of  their  children.  In  the  problems  which 
must  necessarily  be  faced  in  the  future  they  will  be 
cooperative  and  understanding. 

For  twenty-four  years  of  pleasant  association  with 
the  people,  school  board,  teachers  and  pupils  of  this 
district  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation.
